The Chairman of the House Com 


mittee on Military Affairs makes 
recommendation that 
the 
law b 


changed so that appointments to th 
pay department of the army shall be 
made from the line of the army. '1 h' 
staff appointments are the most cie^ir 
able positions and these are almost in 
variably given to civilians. 


As we understand it a paymaster in 


the army ranks as Major. His duties 
are to pay the troops in the military 
department to which he is assignee 
once in one or two months. He has a 
clerk paid by the Government who at 
tends to the details of the business 
Though a civilian, he ranks highe 
than Captains and Lieutenants who 
hue A hftftn in thn aawine. f<™ tiooi-c, ««. 
as he secures his appointment through 
political influence it is discouraging to 
the line officer who has no "pull" a1 
the National Capital. 


There are to-day in the United States 


Army many officers who distinguished 
themselves in the war of the rebellion 
and since that time on the frontier who 
are wearing the epaulets of Captains 
or Lieutenants. Though they have be 
come gray in the service of the coun 
try young civilians who never smelt 
powder are appointed over their heads 
to staff positions with Jhe rank and pay 
of Majors, because their friends are 
adherents of the party that happens to 
be in power at Washington. This must 
necessarily have a bad effect on mili- 
tary men who feel that promotions do 
not follow faithful service, but de- 
pends entirely upon political consider- 
ations. In justice to deserving soldiers 
the recommendations of the Chairman 
of the Committee on Military Affairs 
should be adopted and an act passed 
prohibiting the appointment of civil 
ians to staff positions in the army.
